With resperl lu the firat of these charges, 
it seems generally agreed that the object 
of the loan is legitimate and desirable, 
and the result would be highly advan- 
tageous in augmenting the value of pro- 
perties to which it aliould be applied, in 
augmenting the general revenues of the 
cite, ffor the debt would be extinguished 
in a few yean, and hereafter the Water 
revenue would be clear gain), and lastly, 
in augmenting the comfort, convenience, 
health, and cleanliness of the streets and 
dwellings, and lightening the expense* 
and labour of the inhabitant.. Betwixt a 
debt contracted for *uch an end, and in a 
and to a moderate 
amount, and the kind of debt to which 
much uf the house property of the city 
now stand* pledged, then is no compa- 
rison whatever. The former is * slight 
and temporary evil, the price of an inesti- 
mable future good. The Utter is 
a gambling risk, with a high 
and frightful adverse odi.' 
doctioo and deprivation 
respective dentimi nation* 

With respect to the next allegation 
which we made, an ignorant impatience 
of taxation, we must explain that wr do 
not use (he words in their original Caallr- 
reaghan sense. We mean an ignorant 
impatience lo be taxed heavily and imme- 
diately, in lieu uf being taxed lightly and 
gradually. For, itrange lo aay, the object 
of the opponent* ai a loan, (in so far as 
they profess an object beyond gelling rid 
of the bugbear debt,) appears to be lo 
subject themselves and their felluw-citi- 
zeni to a aeries uf burdensome tales fur 
defraying the cost of water pipes for the 
benefit of slrangetsand of posterity. They 
wan( lo create a property ia plumber 
k and castings, citterns andpipea, by 
annual contributions, and then make a 
present of il lo fuluie generations, who 
•lone will derive the beneht of it. This 
is liberal, and in fact it corresponds with 
the manner in which the Corporation has 
itaelf been treated, for it haa acquired 
gratis front the public much valuable pro- 
perty, if it but Itnew how to use it. But 
we think that futurity will be just as 
well pleased, if, even with a moderate 
debt, we leave them the waler prirlkges 
in a complete and flourishing, instead of 
a hastily planned, badly constructed, and 
badly working condition, to which make - 
Itifi or do- not lung fashion of manage- 
ment will reduce therri. 

We now come to our third charge, and 
10 examiue a little more in detail the 
accuracy of thai pretext which has been 
adduced, a consideration for Ihe poorer 
inhabitant*. 

Those who are over poor to be rated, 
and who reside in the nut- skirts of the 
town, or in such street! as water cannut 
conveniently be laid on to, have little in- 
terest in the matter. Tbey have, iu con- 
sequence of distance, no benefit from the 
public fountains; they are not likely 
to be supplied by pipe* nor to 
be subjected to a water rate j Ihe 
water mutt contrive to b* emrritd 
to them a* il is now. But there 
arc numerous small dwellings, rated 
and unrated, throughout the city, to 
which pipes might be led. Wr shall sup- 
pose that a working man, with his wifr 
and one or two children, (a very continnn 
■ase), occupies a weatherboard cotUge of 
two rooms, aay in Kenl-atreet, near the 
quarry, below (he Flag- staff. The nearest 
fountain in one direction i* near the Oa* 
Works, in the other new Miller's Point. 
These are average distances. In such a 
there cannot be less lhan two full 
bucket* of water used a daj, and on 
washing-days considerably more. If the 
man fetches the water, he must do il 
early before he goes to work, or after 
work when lie is tired ; and if the wo- 
man, she must leave her house and chil- 
dren to lake care of themselves , and the 
time lust going, waiting turn, and return- 
ing, will Vat least half an hour, and 
that in a country whete the sun is hot, 
labour de»r, and railways *nd other de- 
vices for sating timr projected. If the 
water is bought, supposing the carrier is 
punctual, which is essential to comfort, 
but is not always the Case, the cost can- 
not well be lest than six peace a week, or 
twenty-six shillings per annum. If the 
pipes were laid in the street and brought 
in to the house or yard, and the watei- 
rate letted, il would be six shilling* pet 
room, or twelve shillings in all. Besidei 
the required supply it not always to be 
had in such small quantities daily, or Iht 
purchaser* preserve portions from day lo 
day in casks ot tubs, tn that it is seldom 
or ever quite fresh ; and there it seldom 
the meaut of protecting it from dost and 
heat. 

The same proportion af increase in the 
benefits to be derived, and of reduction nf 
the expense* to be incurred, holds good in 
regard to larger houses and families. 

We have Ihns, as we think, ertablished 
oar three charge*. We might make 
others W* might, but we do nut, allege 
that the principal opponents of a proper 
watei system *■* proprietor* either of 
house* having srood wells con il rutted m 
some expense, and who therefore are com- 
paratively independent of any geueral and 
public tnenure ; ot of houses to which 
water cannot be M in pipes, and which 
by a general measure for others would 
sustain a comparative depreciation, We 
are unwilling to impute rat* lessors*; of 
the public good, or Jnletested motivet of 
an advene leaden ry, bul those who con- 
tinue hostile to to mamlcst and grrai ao 
improvement. *od rest their opposition on 
such frivolous reason* *s have hitherto 
hero given, must lay I hem selves open to 
unworthy suspicions.
